BALLOON SOCIETY OF GREAT 
BRITAIN, LONDON. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA ITS CLIMATE, 
RESOURCES AND PEOPLE. 



At a full meeting of tho Balloon 
Society, held on Friday evening, Jan- 
uary 12th, in tho Lecture Room of the 
Royal Acquarium, a Paper was read 
iUr. P. O'Lk.wiv, on his Travels in 
British Columbia. The chair was tak- 
en by Mr. S. Hallett, who, in his in- 
troductory remarks alluded to the 
nieagrenes of our information about 
thai portion of Canada beyond the 
Rocky Mountains, but which, howev- 
er, would, in a few years, be better 
known on account of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway now in course of con- 
struction. This great iron highway 
will cross thr American Continent en- 
tirely on British territory ; and in its 
course traverse some of the richest 
mineral and agricultural regions on 
the globe. Fie would now introduce 
Mr. O'Leary, who had travelled exteu- 
s vely ir the New World, more es- 
pecially i- the vast Confederation of 
States k' vn nmler the general name 
of the !>"■ union of Canada, of which 
British < '"'umbia was tho Pacific or 
Western Province. 

.Mr. i r.AKY said that Geographic- 
ally and ciimatically, British Columbia 
might be divided into two distinct 
parts: the line island of Vancouver, 
and a large number of smaller islands 
in the Gulf of Georgia making one ge- 
ographical portion, while the w hole of 
the mainland of British America west 
of the great chain of the Rockies, 
would be the other, the political union 
of the two forming the magnificent 
countrv knowa as British Columbia. 

On the South-East Coast of Van- 
couver is the pretty city of Victoria, 
the seat of Government and largest 
town in the province the population 
being about 7,000. The scenery was 
was simply grand. The Olympian 
Mountains on the mainland of Wash- 
ington territory, with their tops in 
eternal snow, and their base washed 
by the lake-like waters of Puget Sound. 
West of them, in British Columbia, 
were the still grander ranges of tho 
Cascade mountains, their sides and 
slopes for hundreds of miles coveted 
with the finest pine timber in the 
world, which for commercial purposes, 
is as yet, comparatively undeveloped. 
Tho view from Victoria across the 
Sound to those lofty mountains, which 
are a continuation of the great chain 
of the Sierras of California and Neva- 
da, is very beautiful. Esquimalt, 
three miles from Victoria, is one of 
the loveliest harbours on the Pacific 
coast, and tho Station of the British 
Squadron in those waters. Tho East- 
ern side of the island is tolerably 
well settled, there being several vil- 
lages scattered along the coast, and on 
the north west front of the island on a 
splendid sheet of water, was the im- 
portant mining town of Nauaimo. At 
this place there were three or four 
large coal mines, from which the Brit- 
isth Navy, and all other steamships 
in the North Pacific were coaled. 
Nanaimo, he might describe as a 
Wt^lsh or Cornish mining village, with 
tefew Indians and Chinese thrown in, 
itl? the place was principally made up 
of people from the mining districts of 
England. There were other minerals 
on the inland, but coal was most ex- 
tensively worked. .Many, however, 
of the smaller islands in the Gulf of 
Georgia, and of the Archipelago, known 
as the Queen Charlotte group, were 
simply huge rocks of various minerals: 
for instance, Texeda Island was one 
great ironstone, while a few miles 
away was San .Juan, male up of lime- 
stone. The possession of this mass of 
limestone was a few years ago in dis- 
pute between the United States and 
Great Britain, and both countries con- 
sented to leave the matter to the arbi- 
tration of the King of Prussia, now 
Emperor of Germany, and he awarded 
it to the Americans, on account of its 
adjacency to their territory. Tin re 
was coal at Nanaimo in abundance, 
ironstone on Texeda island, close at 
hand, and lime for flux on San Juan. 
The finest- timber in tho world on the 
mainland outside the Cascades, and 
splendid waterway in every direction, 
to which might be added a genial cli- 
mate ; and, with such natural advanta- 
what was there to prevent British Co 
1 umbia becoming one of the great man- 
ufacturing centres of the Pacific coast. 
He would predict that when the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway was completed — 
and as a result more population, capit- 
al, and enterprise carried into the pro- 
vince — British Columbia would be tho 
South Wales of the Western portion 
of the New World. 

Pacing c:: to the Biainkci, the 
Lecturer gave a vivid description of 



tho Cascade Mountains, which were as 
yet comparatively unexplored. The 
range was about one hundred miles 
wide, ami nearly all more of less cov- 
ered with timber, principally the 
Douglas pine, which on their sea-front 
grew to an enormous size. The Era- 
ser River was the great drain of the 
Pacific side of the Dominion, as the St- 
Lawrenco was on that of the Atlantic, 
Although the Eraser was a fine pic- 
turesque river, it wus not navigable 
for largo vosseis,but nine miles, how- 
ever, west of its mouth was Port 
Moody, a really splendid harbour and 
tho terminus of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. At the mouth of tho Era 
ser was the pretty town of New 
Westminster, on one side of which 
was a large fertile delta, that by a lit- 
tle enterprize might bo reclaimed from 
the occasional fides which now cover 
it. As the province had self-govern- 
ment, and the people nerve and ener- 
gy, the reclamation of this fine fertile 
delta will doubtless be soon earned out. 
In the opening made by the Eraser 
through the Cascades, there is a cur- 
rent of warm air from the Pacific that 
tempers the colder climate of the in- 
terior, which increases in severity 
from the inside of the mountains to 
tho headwaters of tho Fraser on the 
western foothills of the Rockies. No- 
where, however, is the climate very 
severe ; and all over the inland plain of 
British Columbia cattle remain out 
more or less throughout the winter. 
A vast area of the land is lit for agri- 
culture, but at present a deal of it is 
used for grazing purposes, Minerals 
are found nearly everywhere: gold, 
silver, copper, iron and coal being as 
yet the most abundantly discovered. 

For some years the gold yield, in 
proportion to the capital invested and 
labor expended, was the most remuner- 
ative of any yet discovered, tho work be- 
ing carried on by what is called pla 
cer mining and rock-washing, there be- 
ing little or no crushing or deep mining, 
as on thu Comstock, in Nevada. Gold 
minora he found to be a very intelligent 
order of men, most of them being toler- 
ably well educated, which may be account- 
ed for from the fact that a spirit of enter- 
prise and adventure caused many of them 
when young to leave good homes, Ne- I 
where in the world is law and order hot- 
ter maintained than in British Columbia, j 
the strong arm of legal justice reaching 1 
every member of the community, rich 
and poor alike. The white, or ruling 1 
population, was made up of English, Irish I 
Scotch and Canadians, with a sprinkling 
of Americans, who at present carry en a 1 
ileal of the trade of tho province. There | 
wore some Chinese engaged in small in- ' 
dustries and domestic service, hut they 
diil ncit eoine much info conflict with 
white labor, as there was at present | 
plenty of room for all, although in a cer- | 
tain senso thoy were an injury, while in 
another a benefit. There were no hosti 
Indians, most of them being semi-civil- 
ized, while those who were nut never 
committed any serious depredations. The 
Catholics, tho Church of England and 
Methodist communions had missionaries 
among the Indians, but they had a difli- 
culty to grasp the higher principles ef 
Christianity; and oven among those who i 
bowed tu the missionary, the native me- 
dicine-man still wielded treat influence." ■ 

Mr. O'Lcary's paper was heard with 
great interest, and tho discussion, in 
which Cen. Laurie, Papt. Molcsworth, J 
Mr. Dickson, Mr. LoFovre and others 
took part and to which he replied, brought 
out a deal of useful information. '1 he 
usual vote of thanks to the chairman and I 
lecturer brought tho proceedings In a j 
close.

Months ugo wo wrote, "When the 
House shall have met and tho first voto 
hits been taken, it will be seen how weak 
the Government really, are." That ex- 
pression of opinion was seized upon by 
tho organ of the then Government as a 
pretext for asserting, in its usual coarse 
language, thai the Government were 
"sure of a working majority." This as- 
sertion was repeated at least a score of 
times before the assembling of tho House 
and as late as tho day on which that body 
mot. Sinco the defeat of tho Government 
tho Standard has given signs of an ap- 
proaching "change of heart." The change 
lias been gradual, but it has been not the 
less certain. Slowly it has felt its way 
toward a "Jim Crow" leap. Beaven's 
few remaining friends have complained of 
(ho altered tone of an organ which was so 
saturated svithGovernment patronage thai 
"pap" oozed from its every pore and 
dripped through its columns like the 
precious ointment that ran down Aaron's 
board. "Here," they cried, "is a news- 
paper which, when the Government was 
in power, was so abominably edited that 
its stupidty contributed as much as any 
other circumstance to llie defeat of the 
Government. I pon that newspaper and 
its proprietor Heaven showered every 
possible favor. They enjoyed a monopoly 
of Government advertising for four years 
and it-halt, and the proprietor drew from 
the treasury $5,600 to defray his ex- 
penses (/) as delegate to England. Yet 
now, when its late patron is comminuted 
politically, what do we find? That tho 
recipients of these great favors aro bidd- 
ing for the support of the new Govern- 
ment — crawling on their hands and knees 
beneath llie Government table searching 
for crumbs. Then behold their disgrace- 
ful and ungrateful conduct towards J lot t , 
whose name I hey surrendered to the 
Court before it was asked!" It was a hard 
and bitter experience for Bcaven & Co. 
to find their organ trimming; but the most 
suspicious person in their ranks was 
not prepared for tho extraordinary somer- 
sault which tho organ made in its leading 
article on Monday. Without further pre- 
face the following extracts are selected 
from many and the public are asked to 
pass their opinion upon them: "We have 
the peculiar privilege of announcing to 
the people that the new Government i f 
ours will subvert tho iniquitous wri ngs 
from which British Columbia has long 
suffered and that in the futuro the able 
administration at tiio head of affairs will 
render Columbia far more prosperous 
than during her condition and advance- 
ment under the Walkom-Boaven Govern- 
ment. Having full confidence in their 
integrity and with a thorough belief that 
thoy have the true interests of tho coun- 
try at heart, it would ill become us to 
speak more definitely of their policy." It 
is difficult to understand how a public 
journal could refer fn a policy which it 
had always sua' . J as "iniquitous 
wrongs from which British Columbia has 
long suffered;" or how it could promise 
that "m future the aide administration at 
the head of affairs will render British 
Columbia more prosperous than during 
her condition and administration under 
the Walkem Beaven Government." Of 
course Beaven & Co. aro "mad," and 
equally, of course, they ascribe tho most 
unworthy motives to the Standard. One 
person insists that because Walkem was 
one of the judges who passed sen- 
tence on .Smith, because Hett and 
Beaven refused to pay the §250 fine and 
costs • imposed for the recent libel, 
they are deserted and their policy ridicul- 
ed. Another asserts that tho editor of 
the Standard meditates another raid on 
the treasury on account of expenses (I) 
incurred while on his fruitless mission to 
England and that he fancies the article 
will Dave the way towards a consummation 
of Ins desires. Whatever may be the 
motives — and they are certain to be 
sinister — which inspired the article, it 
cannot but be regarded as a complete sur- 
render to the genius, ability and patriot- 
ism of the new government and a 
thorough condemnation of the "iniquitous 
wrongs" inflicted by Beaven it Co. As 
such it is accepted and tiled for reference 
after tho editor w ho has so basely desert- 
ed his friends shall have found that his 
demands on the new government are 
refused and his attacks courted rather 
than feared. 

OUR SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Of all the provincial statutes in force, 
or supposed to be, not one has boon so 
disregarded and set at naught by the late 
government as tho Public School Act of 
J87'J. Tho most important portions of 
that Act, namely, section 7 and sub-sec- 
tions 1, 2, 'J and 4, which provide for the 
creation of new school districts, setting 
■ apart waste lands of the crown for school 
purposes, building school houses, defray- 
ing current expenses and granting aid to 
districts with moro than 7 and not 
II children of school age, have hem 
systematically ignored. Several districts 
have for years past, in fact from the time 
of the advent to power of the Walkem- 
Beaven administration, been knocking at 
the door of the education office for the 
privilege, nay I be inalienable right, to 
participate in tho educational advantages 
which preceding liberal governments 
provided for them. 'Hie secret of the 
neglect and flagrant violation of the stat- 
ute was the inordinate desire to avoid 
spending public money legitimately in 
order that funds might be available for 
purposes anything but legitimate. An- 
other violation of the spirit, if not the 
letter of the Act, is the failure or neglect 
of the late government to appoint school 
inspectors in the distant parts of the pro- 
vince, or in lieu of this to require the 
Superintendent of Education to visit and 
report fully on the schools so situated. 
As a result of this neglect riot one of the 
eleven or twelve schools, almost one- 
fourth of all that are in the province, 
that aro located above Yale, have been 
visited and properly reported on during 
the full time of the last parliament. In 
some instances schools have been closed, 
and again other districts created by the 
government without any formal inquiry 
or investigation on tho part of the Su- 
perintendent of Education. The action 
or rather inaction of the late government 
with regard to high schools is on notori- 
ous that little comment is needed. When 
tho Elliott government retired from office 
in 1878 New Westminster had been prom- 
ised and ttWtlll^eiliallle. had beoil fully 

made to establish a high school in Now 
Westminster on the same terms as were 
then proposed for the one already in op- 
eration in this city. This arrangement 
yyus ruthlessly set asid* without a shadow 



of reason for so doing, and in conse- 
quence a private high school had to bo ' 
inaugurated to fill a want which, in all 
fairness, should have been supplied bythe 
government of the day. There was no ; 
excuse whatever then for not supplying 
an acknowledged deficiency at New West- j 
minster, nor has there been one any time j 
during tho past four years. The com- 
pulsory clauses of the Act, too, although 
a most important part of it, have re- j 
mained for years past an absolute dead J 
letter. No effort whatever has been put 
forth to ascertain tho number of chil- 
dren not attending any school, nor has an I 
inquiry been made, so far as is known, in 
any part of the province, as to why child- 
ren of a statutory age were not m some 
school, public or private. Unnecessary 
strictness is not desirable, but while laws 
aro on the statute book of the province 
some effort should be put forth to curry 
them out or they become a byword and a 
reproach. Many other shortcomings on 
tho part of the late government and edu- 
cation authorities might be pointed out, 
but enough has boon said to show that in 
this department, as well as in every oth- 
er one, the new ministers have much to 
set right and much to do in remedying 
the wilful neglect of their predecessors in 
uflico. The School Act. as it now stands 
requires careful revision and amendment, 
and in a future issue those necessary 
amendments will be discussed.

| Port Austin (..M iel i ) New* I 

Captain John Longworth, late of God- 
erich, Ontario, died nil the 10th day of 
January, 188:1, at the house of .Mrs. 
Windsor, Sr., in Tort Austin, Michigan. 

The deceased was boru on the 7th day 
of April, 1790, in the county of Wost- 
meath, Ireland. He entered tho British 
service when quite a young man. and 
served under the Duke of .Wellington in 
tho Peninsular war. and hold from the 
government of Great Britain medals, with 
numorous clasps, each clasp having there- 
on the name of one of the great battles of 
that war in which he fought. 

After tho final surrender i f Bonaparte 
the great, he returned to Ireland, where 
ho remained in the military service as a 
civil engineer, until the spring "f tin- 
year ISoO, when lie left the service and 
emigrated to Canada, reaching Quebec in 
May, 1830, entered the service of the 
Canada Company in the capacity of civil 
engineer, and soon after moved to God- 
erich, Ontario, lie built the first harbor 
at that place — in fact the first ever built 
on like Huron — and had charge of many 
other public works for that company. 

He continued to reside at Codorich 'for 
nearly fifty- three years, and until Oct. 
20th last, when his grandson, Richard 
Windsor, brought him to Port Austin on 
account of his failing health, that in his 
last days ho might have that loving care 
and attention which he needed from his 
many children, grand-children, and great 
grand children here. 

Mr. Longworth is the father of Mrs. 
Windsor, Sr., Miss Jane Longworth, and 
Mrs. Noill, of Port Austin, and Mrs. Li- 
zars, wife of Judge Lizurs, of Stratford, 
Ontario, and Mis. John Bobs ui .if Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Ho leaves a widow, 7:! years old, the 
mother of Mrs. Noill ami Mis.

] A ScatMusr Csnunclation of Into~.- 
poranco and Its Gausd3. 

Colonel R. Ci. Iugorsol, in speaking 
to a jury in a case which involved the 
manufacture oi alcohol, used the foll- 
owing eloquent language: 

"I am aware that there is a prejud- 
ice against any man engaged in the 
manufacture of alcohol. I believe 
that from the lime it issues from the 
coiled and poibonous worm in tlm dis- 
tillery until it empties into the hell of 
death, dishonor aud crime, that it 
demoralizes everybody that touches it, 
from its source to where it ends. 1 
do not believe anybody can contem- 
plate the subject without becoming 
prejudiced against that liquor crime. 
All wo have to do, gentlemen, is Ui 
think of the wrecks on either bank of 
the stream of death; of the suicides, of 
the insanity, of the poverty, of the ig 
norance, of the destitution; of the little 
children tugging at too failed and wea 
ry breasts of weeping and despairing 
wives, asking tor bread; of the talent- 
ed men of genius that it litis wrecked, 
the men struggling with imaginary ser- 
pents, produced by this devilish thing; 
and when you think of tho jails, of the 
almshouses, of the asylums, of the 
prisons, of the scaffolds upon either 
bank, I do not wondei that every 
thoughtful man is prejudiced against 
this damned stuff that is called alcohol. 
Intemperance cuts down youth in its 
vigor, manhood in its strength, and 
ago in its weakness. It breaks the 
father's heart, bereaves the doting 
i ruothe*, extinguishes natural affections, 
I erases conjugal loves, blots out filial 
attachment, blights parental hope, and 
brings down mourning age in Borrow 
to the grave. It produces weakness, 
not strength; sickness, not health; 
death, not life, It makes wives wid- 
ows, children orphans, fathers fiends, 
and all of them paupers and beggars. 
It feeds rheumatism, nurses gout, wel- 
comes epidemics, invites cholera, im- 
ports pestilence and embraces con- 
sumption. It covers the land with 
idleness, misery and crime. It fills 
your jails, supplies your almshouses 
and demands yourr asylums. It en- 
genders controversies, fosters quarrels 
and cherishes riots, li crowds your 
penitentiaries ami furnishes victims to 
your scaffolds. It is the life blood of 
the gambler, tho element of the bur- 
glar, the prop of the highwayman and 
the sport of the midnight incondiary. 
It countenances the liar, respects the 
thief, esteems tho blasphemer, ll vio- 
lates obligations, reverences fraud, and 
honors infamy. It defames benevol- 
ence, hates love, scorns virtue, and j 
slandi rs innocence,. 1c incites the 
father to butcher his helpless offspring, 
helps the husband to massacre his wife, ' 
iind the child lo grind the parricidal : 
i axe. It burns up men, consumes wo ( 
| men, detests life, curses God, and dos- ; 
pises heaven. It suborns witnesses, 
nurses perjury, defiles the jury box, j 
J ami stains the judicial ermine. It, 
' degrades the citizen, debases the legis 
| later, dishonors the statesman and tl is- j 
arms the patriot. It brings shame, not | 
honor; terror, not safety; despair, not j 
hope; misery, not happiness; and with 
the malevolence of h fiend, it calmly 
surveys its frightful desolation, and, 
unsatisfied with its havoc, ii poisons j 
felicity, kills peace, ruins morals, | 
blights confidence, slays reputation, and 
wipes out national honor, then curses 
the world and laughs at its ruin. It 
does all that and more- -it murders the j 
soul, his the son of all villainies, 
and the father of all crimes, the moth- j 
or of abominations, the devil's best 
friend, and God's worst, enemy. 



Prss'byteriaa TJalon. 

At a meeting of tho Executive Sub- 
Committoo of the Home Mission Com- 
mittee of tho Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, held at Toronto, January 19th, a 
letter in reply from the Rov. Dr. Gray, 
Convenor of the Colonial Committee, was 
laid on the table and read. It was to tho 
effect that tho Colonial Committee were 
desirous that /or the present the work in 
Britith Columbia should be carried on as 
heretofore, and that ministers sent out 
either from Scotland or from Canada bo 
asked to connect themselves with the ex- 
isting Presbytery there, and that in the 
event uf the Naiiaimo congregation get- 
ting a minister from Canada the Colonial 
Committee's grant to that field of £100 
sterling, will be available, providod the 
minister connect himself with the Pres- 
bytery in British Columbia in connection 
with tho Church of Scotland. 

After lengthened consideration tho fol- 
lowing resolutions wero unanimously 
adopted: 

1. That while sympathizing with the 
Colonial Committee of tho Church of 
Scotland in tie: difficulties which lie in the 
way of an immediate transfer to tho Pres- 
byterian Church in Canada of tho work 
in British Columbia, this committee re- 
gret tho delay in effecting such a transfer, 
as they are uf opinion that the work of 
the church and tho care of the Presbyte- 
rian population in that province can be 
best overtaken by having all the congre- 
gations thore connected with tho Church 
in Canada. 

2. That the ability of the church of Ca- 
nada to secure suitable and efficiont la- 
borers for British Columbia, such as tho 
necessities of the field demand, would bo 
greatly lessened wore it a condition of ac- 
ceptance their severing their Presbyter- 
ian connection with the church in Canada 
and uniting with tho presbytery in Brit- 
ish Columbia in connection with tho 
church of Scotland. 

3. That inasmuch as tho First (or Pan- 
dora stroot) church, Victoria, never here- 
tofore in connection with any prosbytory, 
is now asking to bo received into tho 
Presbyterian church in Canada and to 
have a minister sent from this church, 
this committee would recommend, in or- 
der to prevent tho unseemliness of a rival 
presbytery in British Columbia, that said 
congregation and its minister (should one 
bo soul from Canada) bo for the present 
placed under the care of ono of the pres- 
byteries of the Presbytorian church in 
Canada; and further that the same courso 
be adopted in regard to St. Andrew's 
church, New Westminster, and its min- 
ister.' 

4. That whilo recognizing tho liberality 
of the colonial committee's grant to Na- 
iiaimo, this committee are of opinion that 
tho probability of securing a ministor for 
that hold from the Canadian church is 
greatly lessoned because of tho condition 
on which tho grant is made, viz., that the 
minister connect himself with tho presby- 
tery in British Columbia in connection 
with the church of Scotland. 

o. That copies of those resolutions be 
sent to tho colonial cotntnittoe of the 
church of Scotland and to tho presbytery 
in British Columbia.
